• (U) The Belgian Government has dispatched three 
Sabena charters for evacuation flights from Kigali at 
least one of which returned to Brussels on the 11th. 

• (C) The French and Belgians are considering closing 
their missions and withdrawing their troop contributions 
to UNAMIR while the UN Secretariat is advocating the 
withdrawal of. UNAMIR forces. Decisions are expected from 
all three within the next two days. A UN withdrawal 
would remove the very limited moderating effect of the UN 
presence and place at immediate risk some 5,000 Rwandans 
who have taken refuge on the UNAMIR compound. 

• (U) DOD/OSD has approved a UN request to transfer 6 
US provided Armored Personnel Carriers from UNOSOM II to 
UNAMIR to support evacuation. APCs had been provided on 
lease and will be transfered on non US aircraft. No US 
personnel will be involved in the transfer. 
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
